SIX THOUSAND TROOPS 
‘TO MAN FORTIFICATIONS 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. %.—Six thon- 
sand American troops will man the 
fortifications to guard the Panama 
Canal from foreign invasion, if the 
plans now being perfected by the War 
Department are adopted. These troops 
will be four regiments of infantry, one 
squadron of cavalry, three batteries 
of field artillery. and twelve companies 
of coast artillery. 

A permanent garrison will be es- 
tablished at Culebra, the highest point 
on the route of the canal. From this 

int facilities will be perfected for 
the rapid transportation of troops by 
rail to orf Rema point which may be 
threaten enemy. 

ie coast artillery garrison will be 
at Mirafores. . 

The distribution of the troops in this 
manner is calculated to be the best 
method to prevent a sudden dash by 
a landing party of an enemy's fleet, 
having as its object the destruction of 
the great locks of the canal.

WANT TO SAVE WYOMING ELK. 


Congress Asked to Co-operate to 

Prevent Extinction of Big Game Now 

Rapidly Disappearing. 3 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—To prevent 
the extinction of the big game. of 
Northern Wyoming, Congress has been 
Importuned to appropriate $20,000 to be 
‘expended with a similar sum appro- 
ipriated by the Legislature of Wyoming. 
A petition was received by the Senate 
| today from the Wyoming Legislature, 
supported by a long telegram from Gov. 
Carey and an urgent letter to Sena- 
tor Lodge from Dr. W. T. Hornaday of 
the New York Zoologica! Park. 

It is stated there are about 36,000 elk 
alone which in summer roam in Ye!- 
lowstone Park, but in the winter invade 
the Jackson Hole country. They break 
down fences and attack the hay stacks 
of the farmers, but without the food 
thus obtained it is estimated that not 
fewer, than 5000 of them Would die of 
starvation during February. 

Gov, Carey expressed the opinion that 
the surplus elk could be removed to 
the Big Horn Mountains, where, he 
gays, there is an abundance of feed, 
and suggests that a company of caval- 
ry be detailed to aid experienced cat- 
tlemen in removing the elk. 

The request for assistance from the 
national government is based on the 
fact that a great many of the elk roam 
in Yellowstone Park, which ts under 
Federal juriediction.

T IS impossible at present to state 
with any degree of authority 
whether or not New York will see a 
Vanderbilt cup race next fall. The 
donor of the cup does not knew and 
neither do the men with whom he en- 
trusts the running of the event. Many 
persons interested in motor affairs say 
that the public outcry after last au- 
tumn’s killings makes revival out of 
the question. Unless the course can 
be policed by militia the race will 
not again be held on Long Island. If 
not it will go to another city. This is 
the opinion of many local automobile 
| authorities. Said a man interested in 
the racing game who requested that 
his name be withheld: 
“The only thing that will save the 
Vanderbilt to Long Island will be the 
guarantee of militia for the policing 
arrangements. There cannot be an- 
other race held there under last year’s 
conditions. With troops, however, it 
would be a different story. The course 
at Savannah and Elgin were policed 
by troops and there was no trouble 
with the crowds. It could be the same 


way on Long Island, and that *

“You saw in the Manufacturers’ Coa- 
test association’s scheduled changes i 
the racing rules that a movement was 
under way to ask the governors of the 
different States where road races were 
héld to call out the militia to police 
the courses.

It 
was aimed primarily to save the race 
to Long Irland, where it always has 
been held. I am convinced that unless 
this State looks favorably on the 
militia policing proposition the Van- 
derbiit will have to pack up and move 
elsewhere.

He 
added that many persons he 
talked with there were intensely inter- 
ested in the chance of holding the 
Vanderbilt. Of course, it may be a 
different proposition when the question 
of putting up enough money arises; but 
I think the Detroit folks would make 


good. 

“Then ‘there fs Chicago. Chicago 
¥ nts a big road race. The motorists 
of that section were given a sample of 
the game when the Cobe cup and In- 
dian trophy races were helg there in 
1909. These events had none of the 
prominence of the Vanderbilt and were 
not a success financially. Chicago 
would de right in line, however, were 
the Vanderbilt to be put on the mar- 
ket. And there ts Lowell. The Textile 
City is anxtous to take another flyer at 
staging a road race and may make a 
bid. I know for certain that Lowel) is 
out for some kind of a race meeting.

Asais Fuiji, a student at the Uni- 
versity of Southern California Law 
School, received notice yesterday from 
the Japanese Department of State that 
he has been appointed to a berth in 


the diplomatic corps of his native 
country, effective upon Fuiji’s gradua- 


Fuiji is a native of Yamagushi pro- 
vinee, but has resided in Los Angeles 
for the past five years. He graduated 
from the University at Yamagushi 
prior to coming to this country. and 
is a linguist of considerable ability. 
After taking a special course at the 
University of Southern California, he 
entered the lew school. He stands 
among the highest in his class, and 
will receive his degree in June. 
For generations, members of Fuifi's 
family have been attached to the diplio- 3 
matic corps. A father, one brother 
and an uncle are at present in the gov- 
ernment service, and this serv has 
been Fuilji's dream since boyhood. He 
temporarily exiled himself from his na- 
tive heath that he might be benefited 
by occidental education. Even after 
he had completed his special course. at 
the University of Southern California, 
he realized that he was improperly pre- 
pared to handle the intricate affairs of 
government, so determined to study 
law.

Amazing Progress. 


Business Part of Los Angeles 
Marvel of Coast. 


Skyscrapers Present Object 
Lesson to Tourists. 


The thousands of tourists now in 
the city are amazed at the evidences 
of bullding activity that are to be noted 
throughout Los Angeles, and well may 
they be astonished, for in no other 
city in the United States outside of 
New York, Chicago and Philadelphia, 
is so much money being expended in 
construction work. A trip from the 
East to Los Angeles offers much more 
than a mere treat in the way of cli- 
mate and scenic attractions, Here 
may be witnessed as well the liveliest 
material progress in the world.. 

By the time the great hosts of regular 
colonist visitors, augmented by the 
thousands upon thousands who will be 
attracted by the rates offered to the 
Pacific Lands and Products Exposi- 
tion of later March, have arrived sev- 
eral of the finest business and office 
structures in the West will be well 
under way in the business center t 
the city. The scene of activity pre- 
sented will be one well calculated to 
convince the most. skeptical that Los 
Angeles is the coming tropolis of 
the West Coast. Already it is evi- 
dent that 1911 is going to be a record 
year for huge skyscrapers. 

The business section of the city is al- 
ready a marvel to every easterner who 
visita the city, but the skyline will he 
greatiy enhanced in its impressiveness 
long before present year is advanced 
very much further. There are enough 
new skyscrapers started or in imme- 
diate sight to materially change many 
of the present ragged portions of the 
down town streets. 

SEEING LOS ANGELES. 
A characteristic scene in present 
day Los Angeles is presented in the 
progress that is being made on the 
magnificent new eleven-story Athletic 
Club at Seventh and Olive streets. Al- 
ready the steel skeleton of this mam- 
moth structure has been reared to a 
height of five stories and the gaunt 
metal frame is growing at a tremen- 
dous rate daily. 

A small crowd of interested specta- 
tors gathers every day to ,watch the 
skilled workmen who fit together the 
numberless pieces of steel which go in- 
to the construction of the building. 
From the pavement these workmen ap- 
pear to be suspended by threads, which 
are lable to break at any moment. It 
is a perilous calling, this riding a steel 
column, a hundred or more feet into 
the air, and riviting it in place up where 
tricky winds blow and where the lives 
of two or three men often depend up- 
on the alertness of a man who has 
his bands on the throttle of the donkey 
engine, that swings the giane crane 
long before the present year.is advanced 
downtown streets. 
At Sixth and Spring the finishing 
touches are being put upon the state - 
‘ty leven-story block of the Los An- 
géles Trust and Savings Rank, while 
the twelve-story. Alexandria annex 
presents a practi@aily finished whole 
from its Spring-street frontage. 

At Fifth and Spring the foundations 
of the twelve-story Chester Building 
have been practically completed and 
the superstructure will soon be well 
under way. At the southwest corner 
of Spring and Seventh streets the 
mammoth twelve-story Van Nuys 
Building will be started about April 
1, while directly across the street to 
the north the eleven-story Union 011 
block will soon be under way. All 
three of these structures will be 
without saperiors from an architectu- 
ral consideration on the West Coast. 
Broadway is closely pressing Spring 
street for 1911 building honors. At 
street and Broadway the ten- 
story reinforced concrete office block 
for the Broadway Investment Com- 
pany is just showing a bit of its super- 
structure above its massive founda- 
tions. At the southwest corner of 
First and Broadway a ten-story steel 
frame block will probably be started 
before the end of the year, while the 
ruins of the old Times plant are being 
cleared away for the new structure 
which is to be reared at the northeast 
corner of the same thoroughfare. | 
On the east side of Broadway, be- 
tween Sixth and Seventh, the new 
Orpheum is almost ready for = the 
crowds that will press into the open- 
ing performance of this, the fincst 
vaudeville theater in the West. At 
Broadway and Eighth construction on 
the fourteen-story block of the Les 
Angeles Investment Company is sched- 
uled to begin June 1. A few months 
later the fourteen-story William Gar- 
land Building, adjoining, win be 
started. 
The nine-story building of the Union 
League Club at Second and Hill will 
soon be ready for occupancy, and the 
magnificent Consolidated Realty build- 
ing at Sixth and Hill is rapidly filling 
up with tenants. The nine-story Fer- 
guson block at Third and Hil! is near- 
ing completion. At the southeast cor- 
ner of Second and Hill a ten-story 
office block is in early prospect. 

At Second and Main the ten-story 
Higgins block has just been complet- 
ed, and at First and Main a twelve- 
story hotel is contemplated. On Fifth 
street, between Broadway and Spring. 
the new eleven-story home of*the Title 
Insurance and Trust Company will 
probably be started late in the year. 
One of the most notable buildings 
in the country is the fourteen-story 
Hall of Records, whose giant frame is 
rapidly being encased in brick and 
terra cotta. 

Only the biggest of the buildings 
which are being added to the list of 
Los Angeles s noteworthy structures 
have been epecificd. There are five

The water is for- 
ty-four feet deep in Guantanamo Bay. 
Thirty-five battleships can anchor in 
the harbor and sixteen more can an- 
chor in the outer harbor. 

“I am striving to develop Guan- 
tanamo into an impregnable base for 
our navy, that coal and other supplies 
may be obtained at all times and ves- 
sels injured in battle may go there 
and be quickly repaired. It is 680 
miles from the eastern entrance of 
the Panama Canal, 1322 miles from 
New York, and 596 miles from Key 
West, which is to be the station for 
our torpedo boats. So long as we have 
a fighting fleet in the Atlantic Ocean, 
such cities as Boston, New York. 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Charleston and Savannah are in no 
danger of attack by sea. A fleet from 
Europe would first give battle to our 
own fleet. It would have come 9000 
miles for that purpose, and would not 
hazard any of its ships against sub- 
marine mines and shore batteries." 

“Pearl Harbor, in the Hawalian 181 
ands,” I said, “will become the naval 
base in the Pacific Ocean?” 

“Tt hope it will be the greatest and 
strongest of all our stations, Secre- 
tary Meyer answered. “It is the key 
to the western ocean, being 2366 miles 
distant from the navy yard in Puget 
Sound, 2091 miles from San Francis- 
co, 4635 miles from the Panama Can- 
al, and about ‘an equal distance from 
the Philippines. The harbor is deep, 
will accommodate a large number of 
vessels, and is easily defended.”

The 
price is net, no commission being de- 
ducted for negotiating the sale. 

The contract turned down by the 
Agency directors on February 1, was 
for practically the same amount of oil, 
but the delivery was to have been in 
storage oil at 35 cents per barrel. 
Other sales of, oll through the Associ- 
ated are 1200 barrels per day for one 
year, beginning December 1, 1910, to the 
Cananea Copper Company; 2500 bar- 
rela per day for one year from Janu- 
ary 1, 1911, to the Santa Fe Railroad;

These sales total something over 4,- 
800,000 barrels. The three contracts 
last named are taken at prices averag- 
ing about 35 cents, The Associated has 
been delivering oil on all of them since 
the date of their beginning and the 
amount delivered will be made up to 
the Associated by the Agency turning 
over to the former approximately half 
a million barrels of stored oil.

It 
has been suggested that they could 
drop explosives on war vessels and 
forts. They are some harbarities, 
however, that are even prohibited in 
war. Besides, Germany has a gun that 
pumps lead into the air, as thick as 
rain, and an aeroplane approaching a 
ship or a fort could be shot to pieces 
before it got near enough to work any 
damage.” 

“As I understand the changes you 
have made,” 1 said, “the military 
branch of the navy is now in control of 
the naval establishment, being sub- 
ordinate, of course. to the Secretary?” 

“I should hesitate to y that the 
military branch, as you term it, is in 
control to the extent implied in your 
question. All of the old bureaus but 
one are still in existence, and their 
duties are defined by law. But I have 
called five aids to my assistance. They 
keep me informed concerning every- 
thing that is going on. Their vision is 
not on any one spot. My object and 
their object is to increase the efficiency 
of the fighting fleet, and to introduce 
sensible business methods into the de- 
partment.

These are two striking examples of the “humane” methods of the labor 
unions of which we hear so much. Even more suffering is caused among the 
great army of wage-earners who refuse to obey the orders of the labopite 
leaders and are denied the right to earn an honest living.

Surely the San Francrsco laborites 
ought to know, for they have for 
months been shelling out their hard- 
earned dollars to a few grafters who 
claim they have turned Los Angeles 
upside down and have “practically 
untonized the city.” When asked to 
give a detailed account of the work ac- 
complished, the leaders evade the 
question by saying: “It ts not policy 
for us at this time to make public 
all we have accomplished.” 

Now the truth is that instead of 
the American Federation of Labor and 
ite affiliated unions twoding the Los 
Angeles unions with money, the labor 
agitators are trying by hook and crook 
to force the unions of San Francisco 
to continue the weekly dole of 25 cents 
a member levied last June in aid of 
the metal workers of Los Angeles. The 
unionists, however, are rebelling and 
many of them have already discontin- 
ued the assessment and others are 
planning to do so. Even the threat 
of the Labor Council official to dis- 
cipline the unions has lost its terror, 
fer they see that it is only throwing 
money away to dump {ft into Los An- 
geles in an effort to unfonize the city.

The German at home has never 
learned to chew tobacco, but he has, 
to a certain degree, clung to the prac- 
tice of snuff taking. It is in the moun- 
tain districts that snuff taking is gen- 
eral. It is in such districts that moet 
of the forest areas of Germany are 
found, and in the forests, as a rule, 
smoking is forbidden. Besides being 
forbidden it is dangerous to farm and 
homestead and to harvested crops in 
barn and granary. These conditions 
may account for snuff taking supersed- 
ing tobacco smoking. 

There are several factories in Nurem- 
berg that make a specialty of the so- 
called Brazil roll tobaceo, made ready 
to be ground up for snuff. In Lands- 
hut and Regensburg are half a dozen 
factories that have a very considerable 
output of an especially favored brand 
of enuff known as schmaizier, un-, 
doubtedly so named because the main 
ingredient after ‘tobacco is grease 
(schmal.) 

Landshut is center of the 
Schmalzler snuff industry. It is still 
the custom, according to the Daily 
Consular and Trade Reports, for the 
old forest dwellers—that is, the Ba- 
varian highlanders—to prepare their 
own snuff, which in the language of 
the people is known as schmei cr 
schmal, and almost every old sneff 
taker has a special recipe of his own. 

Tobacco usually forms not more than 
half the body of this snuff. The ‘obac- 
co is the so-called Bragil rolls, There 
are formed ef tobacee leaves, first 
soaked in a syrup, strongly impreg- 
nated with various spices, and then 
twisted into hard rolls of about one 
and a half inches in thickness. These

rolls can be bought from every village 
merchant. The old snuff taker udds to 
this tobacco, according to individual 
taste, beef tallow, a little lime, a mall 
pinch of very fine pulverized glass and 


such flavoring matter as his experience | w 


has found most pleasing. 

The ingredients are well mixed ir a 
wooden bow! with a wooden pestle, the‘ 
rubbing process being continued until 
the degree of fineness is 
reached. Pine needles or other similar 
ingredients are often added as flavor- 
ing. The schmaizier thus finished is 
usually carried in pouches made from 
hog’s bladder or in wooden boxes. 
When the old Bavarian mountaineers 
meet each other the first thing after 
(God 
greet thee) is the presentation of the 
snuffbox or pouch. A refusal is al- 
ways regarded ae an unfriendly act. 
In the district about Landshut the 
habit of snuff taking Is almost uni 
versal. The children learn it early, and 
the women not infrequently contract 
the habit.

The strike in France not only severe- 
ly tpjured the railways, but also all the 
industries dependent on the railways 
for the carrying of raw material, fuel 
and finished product. That is just what 
a rallway strike would do in the United 
States. 

Owing to the strike at Bilbao, Spain, 
which lasted seventy-seven days, ship- 
ments of iron ore decreased 000 
tons. 

New Zealand's Compulsory Arbitra- 
tion Act is not a success. Forbearance, 
not compulsion, is necessary between 
labor and capital. Men cannot be made 
“righteous” by act of Parliament. 

After seven months’ strike the cigar- 
makers of Tampa, Fla., have surren- 
dered unconditionally. The strike has 
been the largest in the history of the 
South. Between 10,000 and 14,000 work- 
men out of work for seven months, en- 
tailing a weekly loss in wages alone of 
about $250,000, or $7,000,000 in all, direct- 
ly out of the pockets of the striking 
workers. The employers’ loss (some 
violence and fire) was fully as heavy. 

Over eight million dollars was paid 
out in support of strikes by United 
Mine Workers of America in the eleven 
years, 1900 to 1910. The pull was heavy 
in 1909, $1,532,020; also $1.834,506 im 1902; 
and $1,065,435 in 1904. What is there to 
show for the eight millions? 

Recent strikes in South Wales caused 
a loss of $3,750,000 in wages, $600,000 in 
strike pay, and over $900,000 to the coal 
owners of South Wales in indemnity 
also. The disputes in 1910 numbered 
nearly two hundred.

IR FOR POWER _ 
A BY COMPRESSION. 


For centuries inventors have been 
groping after the principles ot power 
and gradually great discoveries have 
been made along this line. 
steam and electricity have been the 
powers used in turn for transporta- 
tion and mechanical purposes. Little 


_| thought is given by the average per- 


son to the air about us, but the great 
possibilities of air have not been over- 
looked and for years the inestimable 
value of compressed air has been 
known, writes H. M. Briggs in Penn- 


misyivania Grit. Entering into an 


; these methods of securing energy, or 
power, naturally comes the question 
of cost, and it is not until within a 
generation that the hydiraulic compres- 
sion of air has been found to work 
successfully enough to permit of its 
use on a large scale, such as the run- 
ning of milis or manufacturing plants 
ofatgwn. This has been accomplished 
so that engineers and firemen can be 
discharged, the barber no longer needs 
a brush to Whisk away the fallen 
locks, and restaurants are cooled by 
the air direct from the country by pipe, 
line.

EIRUT.— The Turkish empire is on the edge of a 
B railway development. More than 4000 miles of 

road have already been built, and lines are 
planned which will eventually connect Constantinople 
with Mecca and Medina, which will open up the rich 
plains of Asia Minor, and, going down to Bagbad, make 
the valley of the Euphrates equal as a wealth producer 
to the Valley of the Nila Since I landed in Syria | 
have traveled over much of its railroads. My first 
trip was from the port of Jaffa up the mountains of 
Judea to the city of Jerusalem. My second was on the 
Mecca road from the lower end of the Sea of Galilee 
through the great plains of the Hauran to Damascus, 
and my last was from Damascus over the mountains 
of Lebanon to this port of Beirut on the Mediterranean 
Sea. During the latter trip 1 went from Rayak in the

If the blood flows 
in jets it is from an artery and is most severe. Find the 
artery between the wound and the heart and bring 
pressure to bear on it. Dig vigorously into the man’s 
muscles, feeling for a pulsing artery. When that artery 
is found press it between your finger and a bone. The 
blood will be shut off as will the -water in a hose when 
you stand on it. This gives an opportunity for the for- 
mation of a clot in the artery below the pressure point. 
If you grow tired, knot a handkerchief about the limb, 
causing the knot to press on the artery. Bleeding from 
veins may be stopped by bandaging them tightly. Never 
touch a wound with the fingers where this can be 
avoided, as infection may take place. The nearest thing 
to antiseptic bandages procurable should always be 
used. - 

Broken limbs should always be splinted in place be- 
fore an injured person is moved. Do not allow any 
movement at the point of injury, or the bone points 
will lacerate the flesh. fo determine when a member 
is in its proper position compare it with its fellow on 
the opposite side. Dislocated fingers may be slipped 
into place by pulling on them, but otaer dislocations 
are too complicated for th@untrained. Always elevate a 
sprained or bruised member, that it may get less blood, 
and therefore suffer less. Do not let the patient see his 


own injuries. The shock of it will injure his chances of 


recovery. 

All these things are hut a smattering of the first-aid 
information that is being formulated, simplified and 
given out by the first-aid-to-the-injured branch of the 
Red Cross in its campaign for more efficient prevention

Though little is known of the 
earliest, days of its history it is certain that tiles were 
during excavations made in recent times, and fragments 
of cooking and domestic utensils, probably of Roman 
origin, were discovered there also. 

The tery of those early days was made of unpre 
e containing pebbles and other impurities, just 
was found, the vessels being shaped by hand and 
ornamented with rough patterns made by binding flat 
nd cords upon the wet fabric; some of the 
ttery was baked in wicker baskets and called 
by them bascandae, or baskets. 

Stoneware was made in Staffordshire as early as the 
latter en@ of the fifteenth century at the little village, 
as it wag in those days, of Burslem. This place was 
also known as Buttertown, from its manufactory of but- 
ter pots; these pots were made of the rough red clay, 
| cylindrica} in shape, to contain fourteen pounds of but- 
ter; they were sold full of butter at the market at 
Uttoxeter for consumption in London. 

In the sixteenth century decorative articles of stone- 
ware were made in Nuremberg, Cologne and other parts 
of Germany. Up to the seventeenth century the glaze 
that was used by the Staffordshire potters was that 
made from sulphide of lead found in the Derbyshire 


[: the north of Staffordshire, within the parish 


of fine powder through coarse cloth upon their wares 
before baking them. Then the art of salt glazing was 
discovered and was in use by a firm of potters, Palmer 


& Bagnell, at Burslem. 
It had n found that when the ware in the baking 
ovens had ved at a certain degree of intense heat if 


salt was thrown upon it a beautiful hard glaze resulted. 
| It was the custom even as late as the end of the seven- 
teenth century for ovens only to be heated once a week. 
The articlesito be fired were placed in them on Thurs- 
day erening and baked for twenty-four hours, then al- 
lowed to gradually cool off and were removed from the 
even on Saturday about midday. When the oven was 
at its greatest heat men wrapped in wet cloths mounted 
high wooden platforms near the top of the outside of the 
oren and shovelled in salt upon the article inside 
through a hole left in the roof for the purpose.

THE GRASSHOPPER PEST. 

By a Special Contributor. 
NCLE SAM’S watchful experts who specialize in 
U farm matters have watched with alarm the great 
increase of grasshoppers in the high plains States 
at the eastern border of the Rocky Mountains during 
the last two years, and have begun a campaign to head 
off another disastrous invasion of the nation’s granary 

by the dreaded locusts. 

Conditions are not unlike those preceding the “grass- 
hopper years” of thirty years ago, when vast clouds of 
locusts swept eastward from the base of the Rocky 


Mountains and deseended on the growing crops in Kan- 


sas, Nebraska and other prosperous farming States. 
There has been an alarming increase of grasshoppers 
in Colorado, Wyoming and other States bordering the 
mountains during the last two years, but it is believed 
that by conducting a vigorous campaign against the 
pest during the coming summer, and by killing the 
eggs this spring, the danger of a general “hopper year” 
can be averted. Through its experts at the Colorado 
Agricultural Experiment Station the government has 
been conducting experiments to determine the best 
means of combating the grasshopper menace. Colo- 
rado has fallen in line, and the farmers of the State re- 
cently held a convention at Greeley and drew up a bill 
which it is expected the present General Assembly will 
pass, making it a punishable offense for a farmer to 
neglect to do his share in fighting the hopper“ men- 
ace. Experts from the State Agricultural College at 
Fort Collins, who have devised practical methods of 
killing the grasshopper larvae, as well as fighting the 
full-grown insect, gave their advice, and the campaign 
will be general throughout Colorado and will probably 
be followed in other far western States. 

The mere mention of a “grasshopper year” is suff 


cient to blanch the cheeks of any old-time Kansas or 
Nebraska rancher, who has bitter memories of the days 
when the clouds of locusts devoured every sprig of 
green in those two States. The old-timer will speak 
jestingly of those days now, and will tell how the “hop- 
pers” even ate the rolling stock of the railroads in Kan- 
sas, but he feels that the situation was too serious ever 
to be repeated. As for the nation, it could not afford to 
expose its immense granary to another such visitation. 
If Kansas and the middle western States were visited 
by the “hopper” scourge today, the damage would be 
many times what it was in early days when agriculture 
had just begun to get a foothold. ä 

It is believed, however, by the experts who have been 
working on the situation in Colorado and other west- 
ern States that are the starting places of the grasshop- 
pers, that there will be no danger of a “hopper year” if 
a general campaign against the insects is followed dur- 
ing the next few months. At the grasshopper conven- 


effective method of getting the upper hand of the grass- 
hopper is to destroy the insect’s eggs. The female 
grasshopper lays the eggs in the ground, in the fall of 
the year. She makes an oblong pocket in the soil, 
which is coated with a fluid which makes a practically 
water-proof covering. In this water-proof cavity are 
laid from thirty to fifty eggs. Then the opening of the 
pocket is filled with a spongy-looking material, and the. 
eggs survive the coldest weather, if left undisturbed, 
and hatch out in the first warm days of summer. 
The eggs are laid generally at the roots of some 
growing plant. The alfalfa plant is the favorite place 
chosen by the female for the protection of her young. 
The roots of an alfalfa plant in many cases will show 


with a spade will determine where the eggs seem to be 
the thickest. The best winter method of killing the 
grasshoppers is to plow or disc the soil. As soon as 
the egg cavities. are exposed to the cold, the eggs are 
killed. A little plowing or deep discing in winter will 
save the farmer much ineffectual fighting in summer. 
Alfalfa fields more than one year old may be disced 
without injury to the crop, or it may be thoroughly har- 
rowed with a heavily-weighted harrow, which is a good 
way of getting at the concealed egg cavities. 

There are several methods of fighting the grasshop- 
per in summer, but none of them is so effectual as the 
destruction of the eggs in winter. The “hoppers” 
breed so rapidly when the eggs have begun to hatch, 
that fighting the full-grown insects seems an almost 
hopeless task. One may slay countless thousands of 
them in a day’s work with a “hopperdozer” and the next 
day will find more hosts advancing on the growing 
crops. 

The “hopperdozer” is the descriptive name that was 
given to a machine invented during the years of the 
grasshopper scourge in Kansas. It is a long frame, 
mounted on wheels, and with a canvas extending across 
the back. As the machine is driven across a field, the 
grasshoppers rise in swarms, and many of them leap 
against the gleaming white canvas, only to fall into 
a long pan of kerosene oil, where death is sudden. It is 
a peculiarity of the grasshopper that it feeds in long 
lines, like an advancing army: The lines of destruc- 
tion advance slowly from day to day, eating into the 
growing crops. It is easy to follow the line of demar- 
cation each day. The edge of an alfalfa field will be 
barren, and each day will see a deeper cut made into 
the solid field of green. When a “hopperdozer” is 
driven along the edge of a field wherein the hoppers 


are feeding, the machine will in many cases be filled} 


with dying grasshopprs at the end of one trip. The oil 
pan will be so choked that it will have to be cleaned 
out before another journey down the field can be 
made.

Even when they are consistently fought during the 
summer, grasshoppers will do an enormous amount of 
damage. One Colorado alfalfa raiser estimates that the 
insects cost him $20 per acre last summer, which aver- 
age was pretty generally maintained in the pest-infected 
farming districts. 

There are several different kinds of grasshoppers, 
but they are all closely related, and all have the power 
to work incalculable harm if left to breed. Several 
continued seasons of dro. th will result in a material in- 
crease in the grasshopper crop, as the eggs hatch best 
in dry weather. 2 

The locusts of the 708, that worked such damage in 
the West, were a long-winged variety which bred in the 
high plains districts of the North and West, and also in 
Canada. After the first breeding, in the States which 
were invaded, this species died out, and has not been 
seen again. It was considered by experts at that time 
that the continued plowing, as the far western States 
were settled, gradually destroyed the long-winged 
grasshoppers, even in their native breeding ground. 
The grasshoppers that are causing trouble today are 
perfectly capable of doing immense damage if left un- 
molested. They show migratory instincts, and fly from 
one feeding ground to the other, though they have made 
no such long flights as those which filled the sky with 
clouds of insects in the old days. 

In the belief that prevention is always better than 
cure, the government and State experts who are con-

Russell, in the National Review:] The think- 
ing part of the brain, which in man is so developed, is 
very small and insignificant in fishes. -There is some 
reason for thinking that the activities of fishes are 
nearly all what is called reflex. A message is sent in- 
_ to the brain and the muscles at once contract. 

ensations are changed into mevement and actions take 
place without thinking. Reflex actions are, therefore, 
immediately suggested and directed by the influence of 
external things. 

Fear and anger are the chief emotions of fishes, and 
the search for food and for a mate chiefly occupy their 
activities. With so simple a brain it cannot be sup- 
posed that the whole range of their senses can be very 
extensive. 4 

The eyes are probably the most important sense or: 
gans of a trout, and it has been shown by very inter- 
esting experiments that the majority of fishes seek 
their food chiefly, if not entirely, by sight. But a cer- 
tain number, such as the eel family, appear to hunt for 
it and recognize it by the sense of smell alone, while a 
few species are also aided by barbels and special or- 
gans of touch. 

Whether fish can perceive the differences between 
colors is a problem that raises one of the most inter- 
esting questions to fishermen. There are some who 
boldly assert that fish are quite color blind. To this 
the zoologist may reply that there is nothing in the 
general structure of fishes’ eyes or in the microscopic 
strvcture of the retina to prove that this must be so. 
The difficulty is that we know little about the causes 
of color blindness in human beings. In man color 
blindness is congenital and incurable. It Is probably 
due to unknown conditions of the retina or the nerves 
or possibly both. Whether the same conditions affect 
fshes in the same way one does not know. 

On the other hand it seems extremely improbable that 
fishes are quite incapable of perceiving color, because 
male fish are often more brightly colored in the breed-. 
ing season. According to a theory, which is still gen- 
erally accepted, this is to make them attractive to their 
mates, who must therefore be supposed to have some 
perception of color. The evidence from experiments on 
color sense in a variety of fishes is entirely negative: 
that is to say, it goes to show that fish do not discrimi- 
nate much between colors. 

The sense of taste does not appear to be highly de- 
veloped in any fishes. Most of them bolt their food 
quickly and without chewing. Closely allied with taste 
is the sense of smell. It is clear that fish become aware

Smell to à fish would perhaps be equivalent to taste 
at a distance. We cannot argue from our own sensa- 
tions. Fishes have, however, olfactory organs, and it 
is not unreasonable to suppose that they should “smell!”

FUNERALS HAPPY AFFAIRS. 
NOVEL METHODS PRACTICED AS OBSFQUIES IN. 

RIO JANEIRO. 

{New York Sun:] One of the questions asked by the 


Brazilian housekeeper in engaging a new servant is 
whether she belongs to a funeral association. These as- 


sociatigns are organized chiefly among poor people. 
Any one may join; membership is secured by the pay- 
ment of a small annual fee. There are no constitutions 
or by-laws, and there is only one obligation: Every 
member must attend every funeral of a fellow-member. 
As the associations have thousands of members, deaths 
occur often, and so Brazilian housekeepers are often 
left without servants. 
It might seem burdensome to have to go to so many 
funerals, but this is not the case. A funera! in Brazil 
is a happy occasion for nearly all its pe ticipants. They 
get a day off, and a holiday is always welcomed by the 
Brazilians; then they meet their friends and can gos 
sip and flirt, and still better, whisky and a free dinner 
are served to the mourners. 8 
Neither the appearance of the mourners nor the tiuny 
music of the band heading the procession suggests a fu 
neral. The musicians play everything, waltzes. 
marches, light opera, but never a dirge. Not infre- 
quently the mourners stop at a fruit stand or a bar for 
refreshment. Only the presence of a hearse déstin- 
guishes these funeral processions from a joyful pa- 


On the night before the burial a few members enjoy 
the privilege of representing the association at the 
wake. The windows of the house are always wide 
‘open. The passer-by can see into a poorly-lit room. In 
one corner stands the coffin. Two flickering candles 
standing at either end of the casket throw shadows on 
the floor. A bunch of artificial flowers adorns it. It 
is a curious fact that in Brazil. where beautiful flowers 
grow in abundance, hideously-colored make-believe flow. 
ers are preferred. 

In another corner of the room there is a table and 
six men are sitting around it. A smelly lamp stands in 
the center with an equally smelly bottle of whisky. It 
is no unusual sight to see these men busily engaged in 
a game of baccarat. .

BIRTHDAYS IN GERMANY. 


REASONS FOR INCLUDING THE NAMES OF NAVAL 
OFFICERS’ WIVES IN THE LIST. 


{New York Sun:] To Americans who cease to recog- 
nize the frequent occurrence of birthdays after the age 
of discretion has been passed it may seem strange that 
the German navy publishes a book in which the birth- 
days not only of its officers but of their wives as well 
are recorded. 

German etiquette is a very complicated matter, but 
German naval etiquette is a little more so. Calls must 
be made with military precision and dinners given in 
regular form or order. To forget to acknowledge the 
birthday of a superior officer or tis wife by letter, card 
or gift of flowers is to commit a social blunder that may 


make a difference in the smooth course of a man's en- 


reer. To remember the birthdays of the members of 
the crew—“crew” being used in the German sense of 
graduating class of the naval academy—is one of the 
most important social requirements. But how can one 
keep all these important aays in mind? The Depart- 
ment of the Navy has answered this question by com- 
piling the birthday book. | 

But it is not only for the officers and the officers’ 
wives that this book is published; it is for the benefit 
of the conductors of the various divisions of the naval! 
band as well. Each officer who pays a certain small 
sum into the band’s treasury is entitled yearly to two 
private concerts, Standchen they are called, and for 
these he generally sets the dates of his birthday and 
his wife's. 

A few days before the conductor sends him the band's 
repertoire, from which he is permitted to select his 
own programme, and on the day set, no matter if it 
storms or shines, the band lines up before his house 
and delivers the music. These bands, a well-trained 
corps of fifty men each, practice and rehearse day in, 
do out, in order to be able to play at the big naval fes- 
tivals and funerals and to be in trim for these sere 
nades. Some days they are busy all morning, bringing 
a musical greeting to one birthday officer after the 
other and then again weeks go by without affording 
them an opportunity to exercise their musical talents. 

This remembering of innumerable birthdays and 
these necessary attentions may become bothersome in 
time, but when the day of days comes to the lonely 
wife of the officer who is out at sea to be awakened by 
the naval station’s band playing Handel’s Largo“ be.

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WEST INDIAN PLANTS. 
SOME OF THOSE SEEN BY A NOTED ENG- 
LISH BOTANIST. 

By Ernest Braunton. 

O the plant lover whg, is fairly well posted on orna- 
T mental vegetation, few books will surpass in in- 
terest “at Last,” by Charles Kingsley. For many 
years he had yearned and planned to go to the West 
India Islands, and “at last” made the trip, hence the 
name of the book. In addition to being a great author, 
School teacher of King Edward VII, etc., he was f natu- 
ralist of note and considerable of a botanist. “At Last” 
was first called to the attention of the writer about fif- 
feen years ago by H. Wilfrid Walker, F.R.G.S., well 
known to readers of The Times as a globe trotter and 
naturalist. Mr. Walker vouches for the severe truthful- 
ness of the plant lore in “At Last,” having made several 
trips there and, indeed, is at present a resident of the 
island of Trinidad. Kingsley describes a few hours’ trip 
he made ashore and the plants he saw, his first sight of 
‘tropic vegetation, nearly every plant of which is famil- 

lar to our most prominent plant lovers. He says: 
“Then we admired the frangipani (Plumiera,) a tall 
and almost leafless shrub with thick fleshy shoots, bear- 
ing, in this species, white flowers, which have the fra- 
france peculiar to certain white blossoms to the jas- 
mine, the tuberose, the orange, the gardenia, the night- 
flowering Cereus; then the cacti and aloes, then the 
first cocoanut, with its last year’s leaves pale yellow, its 
new leaves dark green, and its trunk ringing, when 
struck, like metal; then the sensitive plants; then creep- 
ing lianes of a dozen different kinds.

We found our first tropic orchid, with 
white, lilac, and purple flowers on a stalk three feet 
high. We saw our first wild pines (Tillandsia) clinging 
parasites on the boughs of strange trees, or nestling 
among the angular, limelike shoots of the columnar 
Cereus. On one side of path a hedge of penguin (Bro- 
meliai—the plants like huge pineapple plants without 
the fruit—was but three feet high, but from its prickles

These giant Ceiba trees, Eriodendron anfractuo- 
sum have very beautiful flowers, but they are insig- 
nificant in the tropics because of the great beauty of 
vines and parasites that make them veritable hang- 
ing gardens, orchids of many kinds, air plants (Til- 
landsia, etc., and the mistletoe cactus (Rhipsalis.) 
Altogether these trees on their native heath are each a 
botanical collection and curiosity unto itself. 


‘The Shore or Seaside Grape. 2 


OWN in the extreme southeastern part of our coun- 

try and throughout the West Indies there grows a 
large, rounded shrub known as Seaside or Shore Grape, 
but called by botanists Coccoloba urifera. The foliage 
is peculiarly beautiful, of varying shades from a light 
green to a deep bronze with a crimson midrib and veins. 
Beautiful as this plant is, it needs the humidity of the 
West Indies to feed upon, for the writer had plants of it 
in Los Angeles a dozen years ago, but in spite of the best 
of care they refused to thrive outside of the greenhouse, 
and so slowly dwindled and died, a victim of our arid 
clime. 


The Anonas. 


E grow two species of anona in Southern California, 

with several varieties of each, all of which go by 
the name of Custard Apple. The trees when well 
grown are of ornamental as well as economic value and 
some very pretty umbrageous trees may be found in 
Los Angeles. In the tropics there are several species, 
four at least being well known by both common and 
scientific names. They are Anona squamosa, the 
Sweet Sop; A. muricata, the prickly Sour Sop; A. cheri- 
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Functions of Plant Food.

Silk Cotton Trees. | 

N the American tropics may be found several spe- 

cies of trees known as Ceibas or Silk Cotton Tree. 
One of them, a Bombax, has the specific name of Ceiba, 
being B. Ceiba. This one is not so hardy with us as 
the Ceiba of Trinidad, Eriodendron anfractuosum. This 
tree is one of the forest giants in the West Indies, and 
the negroes there say it is a magic tree and believe if 
one throws a stone at the trunk, he will be visited with 
sickness, or other misfortune. The tree is useless for 
timber, but the Jamaica negroes fell them for canoes, 
as the wood is soft and easily hollowed out. When they 
intend to cut one down, they pour rum on the roots as a 
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latter filling out the organism.

Fundamental Fertilizer Fact. 


1 fundamental fact in the entire question of fer- 
tilization is that whatever the plant food in question, 
it must be in a soluble form—soluble either in water or 
the very dilute acids secreted by the plant rootlets, be- 
fore it can be of the slightest service to the plant; and 
if materials are used which are not in this condition, 
they must be so changed by the natural agencies of air, 
water and soil bacteria so as to reach that state, else 
they will remain entirely inert as plant food. This is 
a fact which must never be lost sight of in consider- 
ing the relative merits of several materials offered as 


fertilizer ingredients.

Pruning Deciduous Shrubs. 


T is folly to prune at this time any deciduous or an- 

nual flowering tree, shrub, or vine. Of course there 
are exceptions to all rules, but not many to this one. 
Shrubs such as spireas, deutzias, philadelphus, weigelia, 
etc., should not be pruned at this season of the year. 
It is a mistake made by a great many, and should be 
remedied. When they flower in the spring, it is along 
the full extent of the branches, and if pruned at this 
season it takes away the graceful effect that is so es- 
sential to their beauty. The proper time to prune them 
is immediately after flowering, which gives them a 
chance to make a good growth of flowering wood for 
another season. The same is both theoretically and 
practically true of such roses as the Cherokee and 
Beauty of Glazenwood; a.so of quite a host of other 
plants having a strictly once-a-year, all-at-a-time crop of 
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Flowering Shrubs Needed.

acteristics of trees poisoned with gas, it would be a 
very easy matter to confound these two classes of in- 
juries. In both cases the bark becomes loose and falls 
off the tree very quickly.. From careful observations 
of the trunks of trees, however, the effects of crude oil 
can be generally distinguished from those caused by 
is familiar with these characteristic 
injuries.

Trees Affected by Aphis. 


HE usual trouble with woolly aphis upon the roots 

of nursery trees is complained of this winter. I 
have a letter from a nurseryman who grows about 400,- 
000 apple trees annually in which the writer states that 
a lot of his stock was held up at Watsonville because a 
few of the trees were affected by this aphis and by 
root knot. The inspector would not allow even the 
clean stock to be planted in the county, alleging that, 
while only a portion of the trees showed sign of the in- 


T HE usual menu of good things are set forth in the 


sect, he could not separate the good from the bad, and 


hence held them all up. 

Of all the underground pests that injure fruit trees, 
the woolly aphis is the worst, and exceeded perhaps by 
only one other—the phylloxera of the vine. The nur- 
serymen do not pay sufficient attention to the location of 
their apple nurseries, or to the condition of the seed- 
lings used for grafting. The only certain method of 
keeping the stock free from contamination is that of 
propagating upon clean roots and growing in new soil. 
Two years ago an acquaintance in New Zealand sent 
me 1000 young apple trees with a complete Northern 
Spy root system. They were about two feet high and 
had been grow one year in the nursery from piece 
roots from the Northern Spy. The trees were uniform 
in size, straight and well rooted. These plants were 
given to a score or so of fruit growers and nursery- 
men, and one of these has reported excellent success in 
grafting the stock to other varieties. The Auckland 
grower told me when in this State four years ago that 
the woolly aphis was not considered a serious visitant 
since his territory had been growing its apple trees 
upon Northern Spy roots. 8

State Convention Called. 


MEETING of a score or more prominent fruit. 
growers was held at San Bernardino recently at 
which it was decided to hold a convention at San Ber- 
nardino the first week of March. The programme for 
this meeting has been outlined embracing a session 
each for the consideration of the following general top- 
ics: Soils, fertilizers, research work and experience 
with fruit decay, improvement of citrus nursery stock, 
the elimination of poor qualities from the fruit pack, 
‘business organizations connected directly with fruit 
growing, new varieties of citrus fruits, pathological and 
entomological problems, etc. 
A committee has been authorized to secure Dr. Hop- 
kins to deliver two or more lectures to the delegates. 
The result will be announced as soon as possible. Tf 
Successful, this will be a strong attraction to the citrus 
fruit growers, who have come to the conclusion that 
the most difficult problems of citrus culture are found 
in the soil. Other lectures will be given upon soil sub- 
jects during the conference. Another attractive fea- 
ture of the convention will be addresses by G. Harold 
Powell. who is just getting settled into his new wo k 
as manager of the Citrus League. Mr. Powell will no 
doubt be present at each session, and we expect from 
him renewed admonitions upon fruit handling and in- 
formation upon the activities of the league during the 
year. Mr. Kendall, the former manager of the organi- 
zation, has promised to attend the convention and as- 
sist in making it a success.

provides that an eligible for the office of commissioner 
need not be a resident of the county, but all candidates 
for this office must fake examination in the county to 
which they apply for appointment; another clause 
names the dean of the Agricultural College, the State 
commissioner of horticulture and the superintendent 
of the State insectary as the board of horticultural ex- 
aminers instead of that board’s appointment being 
made by the Governor; one clause of the act of 1909 
was somewhat obscure, and was amended to mean 
plainly that the Supervisors must select the commis- 
sioner from those passing examination even where only 
one passed the ordeal. The older law was held by sev- 
eral district attorneys to provide that where less than 
five candidates passed the examination the list of eli- 
gibles must be raised to five by selection before the 
Supervisors could legally appoint a commissioner. In 
Imperial county two names were certified to the Super- 
visors by examination and the District Attorney ad- 
vised the Supervisors not to appoint till the examining 
board chose three names without examination, thms 
raising the list to five. Upon advice from the Attormpy- 
General, to the effect that the selection must be made 
from the candidates examined, the examiners refused 
to do this, and Imperial county is still under the three- 
commissioner plan. | 

An important provision which the fruit growers 
wanted relates to the appointment of the county horti- 
cultural commissioners as quarantine guardians, with 
power to handle all infected trees and plants coming 
into the State. This was added. The State law of 
1903 removed the power to appoint these guardians 


and since that time there have been no quarantine 
guardians. These are all the important changes made 
in the law by the fruit growers’ committee appointed 
to amend it. In its first draft the committee did not 
provide for a deputy commissioner, but a delegation ap- 
peared from Sonoma county and individual growers 


Finally this request was unanimously allowed by the 
committee. 


Another Convention Wanted. 


STRONG call is being made for another State fruit 
growers’ convention, to be held at San Bernardino 
the first week of March. The question has just been 
' broached, and if I did not know that the people of the 
‘citrus belt usually get what they wish, I would think 
that the prospects of organizing a convention on such 
short notice are not very flattering. If the meeting is 
held, it will be possible only through the enthusiasm 
and enterprise of the elements that made the Pomona 
conference such a memorable occurrence. The inten- 
tion is to have the meeting concurrent with the Na- 
tional Orange Show. It would be a propitious time, 
for great preparations are under way for the show and 
its managers would like to make the week an occasion 
for anothe: general conference upon topics relating 
to citrus-fruit culture.

Orange Pies. 


RS. J. C., of Long Beach, does not believe the or- 
ange has had a square deal in the culinary line, and 
writes her experience in the use of this fruit for pies. 
As oranges are very plentiful this season every cook 
can find enough to try a pie. Mrs. C. writes as follows: 
“You ask in your column of The Times why nature 
did not make oranges so that they could be made into 
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pies. Nature has done so, but mankind, or woniankind 
rather, has not seemed to have found it out as yet. I 
have often made pies with oranges for the filling other 
than the kind that is made like a lemon pie, with the 
difference that orange juice is used instead of lemon 
juice. But I cannot claim that the idea is original with 
me, as I first saw them made by a Chinese cook many 
years ago, and I have often since wished that the people 
generally knew that oranges could be made into pies 
that were nearly as good as apple pies, 

“Peel the oranges carefully, slice in small, fine pieces 
into a bottom crust, dot with small pieces of butter, 
sprinkle with sugar and bake with an upper crust. If 
the oranges are very juicy it is well to sprinkle a little 
flour over the fruit before putting on an upper crust. | 
When I want a mock peach pie I sprinkle the fruit with 
cinnamon. 

There are so many ways of using oranges in cooking

Orange jelly is 
made just as easily as apple jelly, paring the fruit first, 
cutting each orange into four or five slices, covering the 
fruit with water the same as in making apple jelly and 
boiling until the fruit is well cooked, straining through 
a jelly bag, then taking pint for pint as much sugar 
as fruit. The jell is a little bitter, but that does not de- 
tract from the flavor of it. If the oranges are used quite 
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early in the season, before they have become thoroughly 
ripened as we want them to eat out of hand, the jell is 
a little easier made, as is the case with some other 
fruits. I hope you will have my orange-pie recipe tried 


and see if you do not like it. I think the pie is a little 1 


better if eaten warm as some like apple pie. If you 
think they are a success you might sometime speak of 
orange pies.in your department ,and who knows it might 
give the orange business a boom.”
